“That was the man whom Mary 
Leiter had married, and if Mary Cur- 
zon were to live at all as the wife of 
the viceroy of India, of the Marquess of 
Curzon, she must bow to his will. And 
in the course of the letters of Mary 
Curzon, the Vicereine of India, I read 
the words and sentiments and the di- 
rections of her exalted hysband.

Webb Sr. had journeyed to Gary from

brought to their families. Then they 
admitted that“ Wilson and “ Allen”’ 
were really the aliases under which 
they had been living of recent weeks 
at the Morrison hotel, Chicago.

‘* How We Nearly 
Lost the War,”’ 
by Rear Admiral 
William 8S. Sims 
in World’s Work. 
Admiral Sims, 
who was in com- 
mand of the 
United States North sea fleet during 
the war, charges Mr. Daniels with op- 
posing the convoy system and with 
delaying the dispatch of the anti-sub- 
marine vessels. 
“Mr. Daniels’ handling of the navy 
during the first very critical months 
after our declaration of war,” writes 
Admiral Sims, “was so ignorantly 
contrary to the established principles 
of warfare as to result in great losses 
of timie, property and life;and . . 
his record shows him to be utterly un 
trustworthy as a historian.” 
Scoffs at Amateur Strategists. 


Admiral Sims has been impelled to 
write his article, he says, by the desire 
to show that it was not by the brilliant 
efforts of amateur strategists that the 
war was won, but that it was won in 
spite of such efforts, and that the les- 
son should be known and borne in 
mind by the United States. 

He recalls that recently Mr. Daniels 
stated in an article on ‘“‘ Wilson-Mas- 
ter Strategist ’ that President Wilson 
always vocated the convoy policy.

RELATIONS WITH RUSSIA. 


The British experience with soviet Russia sum- 
G@agrized by Sir Austen Chamberlain is worth at- 
tention in the United States. We think it an- 
@wers Mr. Borah's plea for recognition of the 
soviet republic and emphatically supports our 
government's policy under three Presidents. The 
British have been trying to get along with soviet 
Russia and have had about enough of it. They 


@8tablished diplomatic relations with Moscow and 


have been repaid with a ruthless enmity working 
openiy and secretly against the interests of the 
empire and with plotting against the peace and 
gegurity of the British people at home. So far 
as we can see, recognition got the British noth- 
ing. But it undoubtedly added to the prestige of 
the communist government and increased its abil- 
ity to make international mischief. Any advan- 
tages procured for British trade through recogni- 
tiem have failed, it seems, to compensate Great 
Britain for the nuisance of communist plotting. 
Our own situation is different from that of Great 
Britain in some degree. Our interests in Asia are 
less important and our internal conditions are 
more stable. On the other, hand, we are not in 
f pressing need of Russian trade and we can well 
Biord to adopt a course of action based upon 
Gemsistency, sincerity, and respect for our own 
Gemeeptions of international right. We have told 
‘Moscow, as Sir Austen now tells them, that we 


j 
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are not concerned with the domestic affairs of 
the Russian people. If they choose communism 
instead of individualism; proletarian dictatorship 
instead of democracy, bureaucracy inetead of free 
enterprise, suppression of free utterance, expro- 
priation of property, etc., that is a responsibility 
of the Russian people, not ours. But when the 
bolshevik régime repudiates international obliga- 
tions formally contracted by a previous govern- 
ment and when it initiates and maintains a sys- 
tem of interference in our domestic affairs which, 
however futile in our case, is intended to subvert 
our institutions and destroy our civil order, we 
have sound reasons for refusing relations with it. 
Diplomatic recognition and intercourse have not 
inclined soviet Russia to friendly relations. Its 
rules§é are remorseless enemies of the United 
States, as of Great Britain, and we are wise in re- 
fusing political intercourse with them. "When @ 
Russian government appears which will keep faith 
and act as a friend acts the United States will 
be the first to extend recognition and offer friendly 
intercourse. But not until then, we trust. 


CLERICAL DEMAGOGY. 
Dr. Louis L. Mann, rabbi of Sinai temple, was 
one of the speakers at a Washington celebration 
dinner of the American Citizenship foundation. 


Rear Admiral William A. Moffett was another. 


Dr. Mann found Admiral Moffett's argument for 
prudence and rationality in national defense ais- 
turbing if not offensive. 

The rabbi said he stood in “ defiance of Decattcr- 
ism,” and his ‘“‘ my country, right or wrong.” The 
pains some American citizens take to misinterprec, 
garble and distort Decatur’s sentiment is consider- 
able. Dr. Mann was industrious at it. He said 
that Teapot Dome,was an exhibit of the need of 
criticism and that government scandals called for 
more of it. “A democracy that would smother 
frank opinion will deteriorate into movocracy.” 
The leadership which takes a democracy into 
mobocracy is that of the demagogue. The art 
of the demagégue ts in irrelevance. His genius is 
to persuade people that A should be elected gov- 
ernor to build hard roads because B does not be- 
lieve the moon is made of green cheese, that a 
candidate for mayor is qualified if- he does not 
like George V., and that if a man is the father 
of sixteen children in a vine clad cottage he neces- 
sarily would be a wise and distinguished United 
states senator. 

The demagogue works for decisions from fac- 
tors which have nothing to do with them. If Dr. 
Mann could explain what Teapot Dome has to 
do with the international relations of the United 
States he could escape the charge that he spoke 
as a demagogue. He might do so if he could ex- 
plain what relation loyalty in time of. national 
emergency has to do with criticism of government 
policies in times of peace. 

The Decatur sentiment has its explicit limite- 
tion: “In her intercourse with foreign nations.” 
It was the toast-of an American officer. As such. 
he had no part in making the decisions of his 
country in her foreign relations. That was the 
privilege of civilians who later would have no 
part in meeting the military consequences of these 
decisions. 

Nothing other than the Decatur sentiment could 
exist in a man sworn to the obligations of military 
honor. For citizens in civil life the meaning 1s 
perfectly plain. It is a pledge of loyalty in su-:h 
times as require above all other considerations 
that attribute of citizenship, when the lack of it 
would endanger the country. 

It is demagogy to obscure or distort this. If the 
United States is to have religion introduced as 1 
principal element in politics it will be found that 
politics has introduced elements into religion. One 
thing thus introduced inevitably will be the dema- 


ue.

In the Canadian house of commons a Liberal 
member, Mr. McMillan, has just made a plea for 
renewal of negotiations with us for reciprocity.

Unescapable 
and highly beneficial economic tendencies are 
steadily multiplying the bonds of union and com- 
mon interest and it would be farsighted amd con- 
structive statesmanship to free them from artifi- 
cial obstruction and hasten a conclusion not only 
beneficial but foreordained.

WARM HOUSES WITH LOW 
FUEL BILLS. 


SAM LEWIS usés the Aerolo- 
- gist to tell the story of a re- 
formed golfer. Having repented 
‘his sins as a golfer, this man at- 
tained a warm, comfortable home as a 
heavenly reward. For a golfer to come 
within one letter of heaven is news, ac- 
cording to Leach and Ca and all 
other textbooks on journal 
This particular repentant took up 
house patching as a release for his sur- 
plus energy. He lived in a well kept, 
fairly old, frame residence, situated in a 
suburban town. He decided to make all 
parts of the house comfortable in cold, 
windy weather, and incidentally to re- 
duce his fuel bills. His plan was to do 
this by spending brains rather than 
money. 
He first footed up his fuel bill and 
| compared it with those of people with 
more comfortable homes. The next line 
was to determine which were the cold 
rooms, and the cold parts of rooms and 
halis in his own house. The third was 
to find the reasons; the fourth, to find 
the remedy, and the fifth to apply it. 


Bad insulation and air - circulation 
within and through the walls was found 
to be the cause. Filling in the cracks 
with a form of insulating plaster ‘was 
the remedy. 

Whenever there was a cold corner he 
looked for and closed all visible cracks 
around window and door frames and 
through walls. If the evidence indicated 
exceptional air circulation between ceil- 
ings and floors, or through walls or 
within walls, he proceeded to fill in the 
space, or to break its continuity by pour-- 
ing in expanded plaster of paris in liquid 
form. He cut holes in the inside walls 
near the cold areas, or in the fioor, 
mixed the plaster with water at seme 
nearby point, and poured it into the wall 
or floor. If much was required a por- 
tion would be poured and allowed to set, 
and then another lot would be poured. 
Finally the hole was closed and papered 
or plastered over. He-tinkered away at 
it himself in his leisure moments, with 
the result that his house became com- 
fortable everywhere in winter and his 
fuel bill was cut markedly.

The British note was rushed to him 
after a final consideration in yester- 
day’s cabinet meeting, at which, it is 
now known, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Churchill was caused by Sir 
Austen to consent to the insertion of 
a sentence explaining direct danger of 
a rupture of the diplomatic relations.

‘Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—[Spe- 
cial.)—-The enactment of radio legis-| 
lation has paved the way to.clear up 
“the chaos of interference and howls | 
in radio reception,” according to Secre- 
tary Hoover. 


“The new commission, which is to. 


determine who shall have licenses to 
broadcast, at what times, and with 
what power, will no doubt require 
some months to rearrange broadcast- 
ing,’ Mr. Hoover said: “It also will 
require some patience on the part of 
listeners while the commission works 
out the problem. 

“ There are today 733 stations broad- 
casting for public entertainment, and 
there are a total of 18,119 radio sond- 
ing stations of all sorts. 3 

“This new act makes a fundamental 
change in the whole radio system. 
license for radio transmission 
now outstanding is automaticaliy 
terminated. This applies to.all of 4 
18,119 stations—broadasting, amateur 
trans-oceanic, and all others. 

“Owners of licensed stations may 
under the law continue to nabente | 


incurring the penalties provided in the 
act for unlicensed operation. 

“Applications for station licenses 
are to be filed with the secretary of 
commerce as heretofore, although they 
can be acted upon only by the commis- 
sion.”

Upholds State. 


Washington, D. C., Feb, 24.—(2)— 
Supreme court its claim of the right

The question reached the court from 
Kansas in an appeal by the Georgia 
Klan corporation, which sought to con- 
duct its activities there without ab- 
taining permission as required by the 


Kansas law relating to corporations or- 
ganized in other states. 


Not Necessary to Hear State. 

Questioning of John 8. Dean, counsel 
for the klan, by the members of the 
court during his argument was {fol 
lowed by Chief Justice Taft’s an- 
nouncement that the counsel for the 
State would not have to be heard, as 
the court was without jurisdiction in 
the case. An order giving effect to 
the court's decision to dismiss the ap- 
peal will shortly be announced, prob- 
ably Monday. 

Mr, Dean emphasized the impor- 
tamce of the controversy from the 
viewpoint of the Ku Klux Klan and 
declared that it wanted to contest the 
right of any state to exclude it as a 
foreign corporation. He asserted that 
every citizen and corporation in the 
United States had that right under 
}the federal constitution. 

Disagree with Klan Statement. 

Members of the court declined to 
agree with him and expressed their 
views to the contrary. These were 
summarized by Justice McReynolds, 
who demanded that Dean state the 
grounds for claiming such a right. He 
replied that every corporation, includ- 
ing the klan, was guaranteed by the 
federal constitution rights of free 
speech, a free press, and to conduct 
propaganda. | 

Chief Justice Taft then interjected 
that no corporation had the right to 
go into a state without its permission 
unless engaged in interstate commerce. 
Dean, however, contended that the 
klan was engaged in such commerce.

They are usu- 
ally served hot and “probably cannot 
equal a hot and quickly cooked rhu- 
barb, with its marvellously clean fla- 
vor and increased palatability when 
hot, because these soups are of dried 
fruits. 

Plain dried fryit juices also have 
their value because they have some- 
what more laxative value perhaps than 
orange juice. Plain prune water is 
used in certain sanitaria. To make this, 
get a pound of prunes, thoroughly 
clean, and soak them over night in 
two cups of water. Then use this un- 
cooked water for a drink. The prunes 
may be cooked in a thin sirup. 

Dried apricots, merely soaked after 
being washed, trimmed, rinsed and 
soaked over night, give a sweet juice 
to use as a morning tonic drink, and 
so do dried peaches. 

To get a fig juice from the icin. or 
bag figs, pick over the figs and look 
carefully for any sort of imperfection. 
They may be first washed and rubbed 
through cold water. Then wash and

them over night and then cook for,a 
short time in a tightly closed alumi- 
num kettle of a reasonably small size. 
The figs may be drained from the ws- 
ter and eaten in the fingers, and the 
water used for a drink. 

A little lemon juice or grapefruit 
juice may be used to tone up the 
dried fruit drinks, but in most cases 
these have their own acid flavor, which 
is all the better for not being 1n any 
way meddled with. 

Our grandfathers made spring drinks 
of many a thing from the woods; our 
northern ancestors from the birch tree 
in special, and our southern from tte 
sassafrass bark and roots. The skin 
on the black birch twigs was gnawed 
off by youngsters who called it the 
candy birch, while the older folk used 
it to give the wintergreen flavor for 
spring drinks and hateful medicines.
